Two German volunteers killed 
in bombing of bus in Nablus

Two young German volunteers 
were killed and five injured, one 
seriously, when terrorists threw a 
bomb inte a tourist bus parked in the 
centre of Nablus late yesterday 
afternoon. 

On the bus where 32 members of 
the Lutheran-affillated Aktion 
Suehnezeichen group and two 
friends. They were returning to 
Jerusalem after a four-day tour of 
Galilee. 


On the bus were 32 members of 
Jerusalem Orient Taxi Company 
Ltd,, had made a brief stop at Clock 
Tower Square when, at 5:50 p.m. 
terrorists slipped a bomb consisting 
of a pipe stuffed with nails and ex- 
plosives through one of the open win- 
dows. 

Security forces closed off the area 
and are conducting an extensive 
Search. Many people have been 
detained. 

The injured were first treated at 


Rafidiya Hospital in Nablus and then 
evacuated to Sheba Medical Centre 
at Tel Hashomer by an air force 
helicopter. The names of the two kill- 
ed — an 18-year-old girl and a 19- 
year-old boy — and those injured 
were not to be released until their 
families in Germany had been in- 
formed. 

The Reverend Strache of the 
Lutheran Church in Jerusalem ex- 
plained that the Aktion 
Suehnezetchen is a group of young 
people who come to Israel for 
periods ranging up to one and 2 half 
years as expiation for Nazi war 
crimes. They serve as volunteers on 
kibbutzim and in social institutions 
in Israel. They had used the oppor- 
tunity of the Pessah holiday to meet 
in Jerusalem and tour the Galilee 
together. 

Salah Atalia, managing director of 
the taxi company, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
terrorists did not discriminate 
between Arab-owned and Israeli bus 
companies, His company's vehicles 


have been stoned and damaged on 
several other occasions although this 
was the most serious incident to 
date, he said. He stated that the 
terrorists aimed: at disrupting 
tourlsm, irrespective of who is in- 
volved. ‘ 

A spokesman at Tel Hashomer 
said that one of the tourists was be- 
ing treated for serious injuries; the 
injuries of the other four were 
described as ‘‘medium."” 


Terror gang uncovered 


Security forces have uncovered en 
1l-member terrorist gang.in the 
Kalandiya refugee camp north of 
Jerusalem, the army spokesman an- 
nounced yesterday. 

This group is thought to have 
thrown Molotov cocktails at an army 
jeep on April 11 (when one soldier 
was injured) and at a bus carrying 
soldiers on April 16 (when four 
soldiers were Injured). The in- 
vestigation is continuing. 


Cost of jetty could niake power station ~ 
at Hadera economically unfeasible |

HAIFA. --- The electric power sta- 
tion now going up at Hadera, the first 
in the country to be operated an caal, 
is facing a major problem: how to 
deliver the Imported coal to the site 

at a reasonable cost. 

A survey by marine engineers has 
determined that constructing a 
durable breakwater and jetty off the 
Hadera coasi for coal barges could 
cost over TLib. This would make 
electricity from coe! prohibitive. 

The investment would be less for- 
uidding if the coal were used also for 
the second such station, projected 
for Zikim. near the coast southwest 
of Ashkelon. The coal unloaded at 
Hadera would have to be carried 
south by rail. 

The Electric Corporation and 
Israel Railways are now jointly 
ying the economic merit of 
Ing the old railway line between 
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Remez junction, just north of 
Badera, past Eyal to Rosh Ha'ayin. 

Until 1968 this line was used for te 
two daily passenger trains in eac’ 
direction between Jerusalem and 
Haifa, and for a few treight trains. In 
1068 the line was closed for economic 
reasons and all traffic was diverted 
to the coastal line. © 


The railways management at the 


time asked for funds to keep the 
track in running condition, for any 
future need. But the Finance and 
Transport Ministries refused. 

In the past 10 years the 80-km. line 
has fallen into disrepair and today it 
would cost IL100m. to recondition it, 
says the general manager of the 
railways, Zvi Tsafriri. 

“If that outlay is spread over 10 
years at least — and for such pro- 
jects you have to consider long-term 
developments — it is certainly 
worthwhile. It would be impossible 
to carry a lot of coal south to Zikim 
on the overloaded coastal line, end

The railways manager, however, 
said that even then the eastern line 
would have to be reconstructed to 
deliver coal from Eilat Port to 
Hadera. 

Technologists have dismissed as 
unfounded fears of ecologists and 
others that the unloading of coal ina 
port and carrying ft by rail through 
built-up areas would leave a cloud of 
black dust behind. 

“Coal is carried in huge quantities 
in many countries and modern 
transport technology can make it a 
clean and safe operation,” 8 railway 
engineer said.

WASHINGTON. — During tense con- 
sultations over the past 48 hours, 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance fail- 

ed to reach agreement with a 
of senators opposed to the ad- 
ministration’s - praposed package 
sale of advanced aircraft to Saudi 
Arabia, Egypt and Israel. 
While President Carter has agreed 
.to delay formal notification of the 
controversial, all-or-nothing sale un- 
il tomorrow, administration and 
congreasiona) sources believe that 
an acceptable compromise is unlike- 
ly to emerge before then. 
‘The formal letters of offer for the 
. Sale were originally scheduled to be 
sent to Congress yesterday, but were

Unless Carter should agree to a 
further delay, the stage is. set for a 
bitter confrontation between 
Congress and the White House over 
the 34.8b. sale, which involves 60 F- 
15s for Saudi Arabia, 50 P-5Es for 
Egypt, and 15 F-15s and 75 F-16s for 
Israel. Η 
Congress can block any portion of 
the package by: passing resolutions 
of disapproval in both houses within 
30 days after formal notification, 
Carter has vowed to withdraw the 
entire package # either the Saudi or 
the Egyptian portion of the package 
is blocked by Congress. Most opposi- 
tion centres on the F-15 sale to the 
Saudis. That aircraft is the most 
sophisticated fighter-bomber in the 
U.S. Air Force, and many members 
do not want it sent to Saudi Arabia. 
During discussions with the 
senators, who are led by Frank 
Church (Democrat of Idaho), Jacob 
Javits (Republican of New York) 
and Clifford Case (Republican of 
New Jersey), the secretary refused 
to consider proposals to reduce the 
number of F-15s for the Saudis or to 
increase the number of fighters for 
Israel. The administration had 
earlier cut by about one-half the 
original Israeli request for aircraft.

Inflation 
estimates 
revised — up

The treasury and the Bank of 
Israel have adjusted — upwards — 
their inflation forecasts for the 
current year. ‘ 

According to the Bank of Israel, in- 
flation from the beginning of 1978 to 
the end of the year will reach 34-36 
per cent. and the overage level of 
prites this year {::εἴ be abet 48 per 
cent above'the average level of 1977. 
‘The treasury estimate is 30-32 per 
cent for inflation and 45 per cent for 
average prices. 

Both estimates are 2 to 3 per cent 
higher than the original estimates on 
which the state budget was based. A 
revision in the forecast was required 
due to ‘recent wage increments and 
the wage-price package deal agreed 
on by Finante Minister Simha 
Ehrlich and Histradrut chief 
Yeroham Meshei. 

The partial price freeze of certain 
commodities provided for in the 
Ehrlich-Meshel agreement will 
serve to moderate inflation. but this 
will be more than offset by the wage 
increases and the injection of IL15b. 
(double than originally planned) into 
the economy. - ες: 

The more optimistic treasury es- 
timate stems from its belief that the 
increase in demand will spur produc- 
tion and create a corresponding in- 
crease in supply. and that more 
capital will be invested. 

Treasury officials also hope that 
increased costs will be partially ab- 
sorbed by the manufacturers, as was 
the case in the past year. 

According to economic circles in 
Jerusalem, the consumer price in- 
dex will rise this month by 3.5-4 per 
cent, the same as in March, thus 
bringing the tota! inflation for the 
first third of this year to 13 per cent. 


Cairo threaténs

Powell had nothing new to say on 
the widely circulated, but apparent- 
ly inaccurate, press reports from 
Israe} that Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan, at a press conference just 
before leaving Israel for 
Washington, had expressed a 
preference to see the entire package 
killed — including the alreraft for 
Israel — rather than see Saudi 
Arabia receive the F-15. 

Those reports had buoyed con- 
gressional opponents of the sale, who 
tTecognize that it would be easier to 
defeat the entire package rather 
than just the Saudi portion of it. But 
the Israel embassy here has 
clarified Dayan’s remarks, insisting 
that Israel was not giving up its 
planes. 

Dayan had said at the airport: “A 
package deal is not the right way. 
Even if we have to absorb the 
punishment, we will continue to ap- 
pose the deal." 

That statement had been inter- 
preted by some news reports from 
Israe} as indicating an Israeli 
preference to forgo its slated air- 
craft — something Israeli officials 
here later denied. 

But the Dayan statement 
nevertheless threw White House of- 
ficials off guard. Several were clear- 
ly irked by it.

Schindler quitting in July, ὰ

TEL AVIV. — A new experimental 
solar energy system called the “free 
flow collector" has proved to be 
cheaper, more efficient, and simpler 
than any other on the market in 
Israel or abroad. 

The invention is the work of Dr. 
Ruben Masel, chief scientist of the 
engineering division of the new 
products development department 
of Koor Metals. Work was started on 
the system in June 1976, and patents 
have already been obtained. 

Several model systems will soon 
be developed, with prototypes 
mounted on private homes as water 
heaters; on the Hamat plumbing 
supplies factory in Holon to provide 
hot water for showers for workers: 
at the Vulcan factory in Haifa to 
provide hot water for the factory's 
large kitchen; and probably on 
swimming pools to provide year- 
round heating. 

According to Masel, the new 
device can raise the temperature of 
water several degrees higher than 
any other household model. 
Moreover, it costs only one-half of 
other models and weighs much less.

Any move towards a five-day work 
week in this country should come at 
the local level — by agreement of 
workers and their employers — not 
through legislation. 

That's the gist of an occasionally 
contradictory “preliminary report" 
issued vesterday by the Productivity 
Institute, an affiliate of the Ministry 
of Labour and Social Affairs. 


The report was handed to minister 
Israel Katz by Yisrael Medan, direc- 
tor of the institute, who headed a 
special committee that looked Into 
the advisability of shortening the 
work week. 

Medan himself recommended 
more research before a final deci- 
sion is made on whether to table a 
Jaw reducing the work week from the 
present six days. The committee's 
findings include the followimg: 

° Approximately 84 per cent of the 
Israeli places of employment that 
have switched to a five-day week are 
apparently satisfied and have not 
reverted to the six-day week. 

e Almost all highly industrialized 
countries — including those in the 
Communist Bloc — have already 
adopted a five-day week, some by 
government action, others by 
mutual agreement of workers and 
employers. 

« In some countries the switchover 
cost the economy something in 
terms of productivity. In others — 
such as Denmark — it had no effect,

NEW YORK. — Eight Jewish 
leaders who met President Jimmy 
Carter and Vice-President Walter 
Mondale on Tuesday have denied 
Israeli. press reports alleging an 
attempt to bypass the Conference of 
Presidents of Major Ameridan 
Jewish Organizations. 

The group, which had earlier 
visited Israel, said in a statement 
isaued here yesterday that it planned 
to make a full report of ita dis- 
cussions in Jerusalem and in 
Wi at an ‘‘early" meeting of 
the Presidents Conference. 

They termed ‘false and mis- 
leading” Israeli press reports which 
they said had implied ‘‘an attempt to 
divide the Jewish community" or to 
bypass the Presidents Conference. 

At the White House meeting they 
made clear the community's “united 
and unwavering’’ support for 
Israel's security concerns, they said, 
including opposition to linking the 
sale of jets to Israel with similar 
sales to Saudi Arabia and Egypt. 

“We also expressed disagreement 
with the administration on the legali- 
ty of Israel's settlements on the West 
Bank," said the statement. 


The statement went on to express 
the positions taken by the president 
and vice-president. 

Mondale said the Carter ad- 
ministration was deeply committed 
to Israel's security and had as its 
only objective ‘‘a just and lasting 
peace which would guarantee the 
security of all parties."”

BEIRUT (Reuter). — Ireland is to 
send more than 500 troops to serve 
with the UN peace-keeping force in 
South Lebanon (UNIFIL), a UX 
spokesman said yesterday.

Red Brigades feed on frustration

ROME. — In 1977, the names of 120 
different underground Italian leftist 
groups issuing “‘communiques” 
were counted. .

revolutionary rhetoric for good. 

In the last parliamentary elec- 
tions, in 1976, the left of the left won 
‘about 700,000 votes, or 1.5 per cent.

IN A COUNTRY in which political 
terrorism is rising st an elarming 
rate, the most draconian amen 
might seem appropriate. 

there were 702 reported terrorism {n- 
cidents in Italy. In 1976 the figure 
rose to 1,353, and in 1977 to 2,080. The 
figure for 1978 promises to sear even 
higher. 

“But it is not possible to put ad- 
vanced societies Ifke ours under 3 
permanent state of siege." warned 
Carlo Casalegno, the late editor of 
the respected Turin newspaper “La 
Stampa." Not even stringent 
military surveillance is adequate to 
stop violence and guarantee the safe- 
ty of all citizens, as the English have 
found out in Northern Ireland. 

“Reprisal, vielence sgainst 
violence, {s not only illegal but 

rous to the state that resorts to 
it. Indiscriminate repression 
destrays democracy without 
éliminating terroriam. On the con- 
trary, it merely ft with 
recruits, sympathizers and 
justifications.” 

Given these disparate views, it is 
clear that Italy is undecided and con- 
fused about how to cope with the 
phenomena of political terrorism. 

Meanwhile growing unease is 
perceptible --- people hesitate to 
drive or stroll along Italy's once un- 
disturbed roads and streets for fear 
of encountering violence between op- 
posing political groups, or terrorists 
and police, or large public 
demonstrations.

The outlook for relief from

Kessar took.pains to point out that 
Histadrut policies were backed by 
nearly all of its component factions, 
including the Likud. This.was par- 
ticularly go in his own department, 
to which were effillated the trade un- 
ion wings of the NRP and Poalei 
Agudat Yisrael iwhich are not af- 
filiated to the Histadrut as a whole). 

We considered the problem caused 
by undisciplined works committees.

ISRAEL KESSAR belongs to a huge 
clan of former Yemenite {m- 
migrants, part of which bears the 
name Kessary. It is not known when 
he adapted his name. He was two 
yeara old when his father took the 
family from San‘a to the Holy Land. 
They escaped by mule to Aden, 
whence they boarded 2 ship to Alex- 
andria. changing for another boat 
for Jaffa. 

‘Their first home was in the Nahiat 
Abim quarter of Jerusalem, where 
his father worked as a building 
labourer. In 1946 the family moved to 
Moshav Geulim, and young Israel 
helped his father in the orange 
grove. In 1948 his village was oc- 
cupied by Iraqi troops for half a day 
before the Hagana, in which Israel 
was serving as a sergeant, drove 
them out. fils father was a pious man 
and sent his son to a Mizrahi 
teachers’ se! . 

By now the family hes spread to all 
parts of the country; his father has 
passed away and his aging mother 
lives near him in Holon. The 
matriarch, who never enjoyed any 
tormal] schooling, decided at the age 
of 60 to learn to read and write. 
Israe] Kessar has not forgotten his 
origins; indeed, every Sabbath eve 
he and his brothers and sisters 
gather in their mother’s home, in 
keeping with family tradition. 

He entered public affairs under the 
wing of former Knesset Speaker 
Yisrael Yeshayahu, for years the 
patron of Yemenite immigrants. His 
political mentor was the late Giora 
Josephtal, whose aide he was at the 
Labour Ministry. He took.a brilliant 
B.Sc. at the Hebrew University, and 
then became Chief Employment 
Counsellor at the Ministry. Later he 
completed his M.8c. at Tel Aviv 
University, specializing in labour 
studies. He added to his knowledge 
during a year he spent in Geneva at 
ILO head offices. 

Kessar made a reputation for 
himself as a lecturer in economics 
and was once a regular contributor 
to “The Economic Quarterly.” He 
reached the No. 2 job in the labour 
federation after serving successive- 
ly as head of the Hapoel and Youth 
Department and as Histadrut 
treasurer. He is generally 
acknowledged as having succeeded 
at the difficult job of introducing 
streamlined methods into the opera- 
tion of this department. It will be in- 


teresting to see whether he can. 


similarly cope with the necessarily 
more disorderly work of his new 
department.

Being a traffic policewoman is not 
simply a matter of directing traffic 
and handing out tickets. The heart of 
the job is contact with drivers and 
pedestrians and it is this contact, 
says Samal Dalia Mekaiton, that 
makes her work both rewarding and 
frustrating. 

In the opinion of the 22-year-old 
sabra, Israeli drivers “are not that 
bad.” But, she adds significantly, 
they often make her angry by 
aggressively arguing back after be- 
ing caught in a violation. Dalia says 
she does not want drivers to be 
afraid of her, “but at least I want 
them to Hsten to me and to obey traf- 
fic regulations.” 

Dalia's first task when she takes 
the early shift is to direct rush-hour 
traffic between 7 and 8.30 a.m.

She explained thatinthe world 
day much research is being done in 
colour physiology and its relation to 
road safety. In theory, colour should 
contribute to road safety by making 
ears more’ visible. But the 
problem seems to be that scientists 
cannot agree: on the colours. 

Light colours are seen more easily 
than dark ones. It is easier to 
recognize the basic colours, yellow, 
red and blue, while secondary ones 
like olive green are more difficult to 
recognize. ‘‘We must remember that 
different car colours can result in 
differences in the speed with which 
we step on the brake,"' Trippy said 
earnestly. 

Here are some facts concerning 
colours. Black seems to be the least 
visible of all colours and tends to 
make objects look smaller. It is dif- 
ficult to see at night. Blue is difficult 
to recognize and to focus on. Blue 
objects seem to look smaller than 
they are, and this may lead to mis- 
takes in judgment. According to 
reports from America blue cars 
have more dented fenders than those 
of any other colour. 

From a safety point of view grey is 
the worst colour. It tends to merge 
into shadows. In full daylight a grey 
car may also look further away than 
it actually is. Green is kind to the 
eye, but it does not provide good con- 
trast. 

Red orange and yellow orange are 


the best colours from a visibility and | 


attention-getting aspect. However, 
orange is not a very well liked 
colour, and its widespread use might 
cause irritation. 

Red is the easiest to see in daylight 
and tends to make objects look 
larger. It will also take a lot of dirt 
“without losing its appearance. Red 
. however, tends to fade away in dim 
light .and may be particularly dif- 
ficult to see during the twilight 
-danger period. One of the major dif-" 
ficulties is that it tends to look tike 
brown and becomes hard to see un-

Ministries prepare: 
anti-billboard bill 


Carpets, soft drinks, apartments 
and other goods will no longer be 
advertised on interurban highways if 
the roads and environmental quality 
‘althorities have théefr way, with Ap 
antt-billboard bill. 

The dill would make it illegal to 
post advertisements which are visi- 
ble to drivers on interurban roads, 
except by special permission, on the 
grounds that they are a dangerous 
distraction and a blight to the en- 
vironment, a government 
spokesman announced. 

A law passed in 1966 bars posting 
of ads within 100 metres of the road, 
but advertisers have got around the 
law by enlarging the signs and plac- 
ing them farther away. 

The new bill, prepared by the 
roads division of the Construction 
and Housimg Ministry, the 
Transport Ministry and the En- 
vironmental Protection Service of 
the Interior Ministry, would make 
billboard offences punishable by a 
fine of IL.75,000, plus 0L1,500 per day 
for every day the sign remains in 
place after a warning. 

The only signs explicitly permitted 
under the bill are those which warn 
against accidents or fire, or point out 
a historical or religious site.

Whatever happened to Abe Ribico! 


QUESTION: What happena when a 
Jewish Senator — there are five In 
Washington — speaks out strongly 
agninat the policies of the Israel 
government? 

Answer: It makes It a lot easter for 
the 95 non-Jews in the Senate to do 
the same. 

That's the major reagon why 
Israeli officials and pro-Israel ac- 
tlyiste here are upset by the decision 
of Senator Abraham Ribicoff (D- 
Conn.) to assail publicly Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and those 
American Jewa who back him. 
Senators concerned about their {m- 
age as atrong supporters of Israel 
ean now point ta Ribicoff’s position 
when they explain that they still re- 
main firm friends of Israel. : 

And that’s exactly what has 
happened in the wake of Ribicoff's 
interview in ‘'The Wali Street Jour- 
nal" on March 18. In it, he said that 
the “overwhelming” majority of 
Americans is against Begin — and 
that's the way it should be. 

Ribicoft also lashed out against the 
American-Isyael Public Affairs 
Committee (AIPAC), the only 
American Jewish organization of- 
ficially registered te lobby on Capitel 
Ri in support of legis)ation affec- 
ting Israel. By taking such an active 
pro-Israel stance, AIPAC waa doing 
a “great disservice” to the U.S., 
Israel and the Jewish community, 
Ribicoff said. 

Many Americans — Jews and non- 
Jews alike — were, naturally, shock- 
ed to see Ribicoff go public against 
the Israel government. Since enter- 
ing the Senate in 1961, Ribicoff had 

developed a reputation as “one of 
Israel's best friends in Congress," — 
not only because of hig Jewishness, 
but because of strong positions he 
often took in support of Israel. 

But most Washington insiders in 
Congress, at the White House, the 
State Department, the Israel Em- 
bassy. and among the press corps, 
were not ell that surprised. During 


the past two years they had become © 


aware of a gradual change in the 67- 
year-old Senator's position toward 
Israel. 

Ribicoff denies that his support for 
Israel has weakened. It remains as 
strong as ever, he said in the ‘‘Jour- 
nal" interview. The only thing that 
had changed, he said, was his 
willingness to go public against 
Israel. But for the reasons men- 
tioned above, that was a significant 
development. 


U.S. Senator Abraham Ribicoff's re- 
cent open criticism of Israel may be 
distressing, but according to WOLF 


BLITZER it has been apparent for 


THE RIBICOFF “defection” was 
part of 2 broader coalition of some 
American Jewa willing to dissent 
publicly from the tarselt view. This 
was reflected last week In the letter 
from 47 prominer.t American Jewish 
intellectuals who expressed support 
for the “Peace Now" movement in 
Israel. 

It should also be seen in the con- 
text of the Carter administration's 
careful efforts to stimulate dissent in 
the American Jewign community as 
ἃ means of putting increased 


pressure on Begin and the Israel - 


government to make more con- 
cessions in the negotiations. 

But even before Ribicoff spoke out, 
he had been written off by the Israef 
government as “one of Israel's best 
triends” in Congress. For example, 
when Begin came to Washington last 
December to present President 
Carter with his peace plan, the 
Prime Minister also arranged a 
private briefing at Blair House with 
Israel's best triends in the Senate. 
Ribicoft was not invited. 

Ribicoft (who has twice declined to 
be interviewed by The Jerusalem 
Post during the past two months) 
has consistently supported Carter's 
Middle East policies. Some well- 
placed sources here say that he does 
not want to run for another term in 
1980, and is angling for an am- 
bessadorial appointment by the 
President to a mejor Evropean 
capital, perhaps London or Paris. 

Ribicoff was one of only three 
senators who defended Carter’s deci- 
sion to issue last’ October's joint 
statement with the Soviet Union on 
the Middle East. That statement 
spoke, for the first time, of American 
recognition of ‘the legitimate 
rights" of the Palestinians. 


BUT EVEN before Carter took of- 
fice, Ribicoff was seen by experts as 
moving away from his traditional 
support for Israe]. In June, 1976, he 
accepted an invitation by Sen. 
James Abourezk (D.-S. Dak.) to a 
luncheon for PLO official Shafik al- 
Hout, who was making the rounds jn 
Congress. When Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton (D-Mo,) was later asked 
why he had also attended the

luncheon, Eagleton reportedly ¢x- 
plained that when he came to the 
room. ‘I saw Abe Ribicoff there." 


For at least two years, visiting 
Israeli leaders, from both the Rabin 
and Begin governments, have 
emerged from closed-door sessions 
with the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee upset by the fact that 
Ribicoff had taken the lead in 
criticizing various Israeli positions. 

Ribicoff is not a member of that 
committee, but is often invited to 
briefings with visiting Middle East 
leaders. By asking obviously hostile 
questions, say Israeli officials. he 
was encouraging his colleagues to 
take critical views of the Isrzeli posi- 
tion. 

None of the other four Jewish 
senators — Jacob K. Javits (R.- 
N.Y.), Richard Stone (D-Fia.), 
Edward Zorlnsky (D-Nebr.) and 
Howard Metzenbaum (D-Ohio}) — 
has followed Ribicotff’s lead. 

One of the froniea of Ribicoff’s 
decision to lash out against AIPAC is 
the fact that that organization's ex- 
ecutive director is Morris J. Amitay, 
who served for five years as 
Ribicoft's chief foreign policy 
Jegislative assistant before joining 
AIPAC at the end of 1874. :

The current impasse in the 
negotiating process results from the 
fact that both President Sadat and 
Prime Minister Begin are insisting 
upon more territories than the 
security of their respective countries 
requires. 

The defence of Egypt does not 
need territories vital to Israel's 
security — the Rafiah approaches, 
and the Eilat and Sharm el-Sheikh 
areas. 

The defence of the Suez Canal 
must be based on the area of the 
Sinai passes, but the areas bordering 
the international frontier with Israel 
are without significance for the 
defence of Egypt. 

Egypt's demand for sovereignty 
ever ail of Sinai, up to the inter- 
national frontier, Is based on 
emotional and not security con- 
siderations, on the right to the return 
of 811 ''the holy Arab land" and not 
on the needs of defence. 

The Egyptian position has been 
strengthened by the fact that in his 
conversations with President Sadat 
in Jerusalem Premier Begin offered 
to return Sinai to Egypt without be- 
ing asked to do so. This unwise move 
on the part of Mr. Begin had the 
effect of buttressing Egypt's uncom- 
promising position on Sinai. 

On the other hand the Israel 
government is not limiting itself to 
security requirements in regard to 
its position on the West Bank but is 
claiming Judea and Samaria by 
Tight. Mr. Begin's demand ig ex- 
pressed in the government's decision 
that there be no "foreign'’ rule in 
Judea and Samaria and this has led 
to vague and evasive formulas on the 
question of Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242 and its application to the, 
West Bank. 

If the motives of the Israel govern- 
ment were based solely on con- 
siderations of the country’s security, 
there would be little difficulty in 
reaching an immediate agreement 
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What the dispute is about

with the U.S. on this issue, and, after 
a while, I believe, with Sadat too. 

During their laat meeting in 
Washington President Carter made 
the American position on a settle- 
ment in the West Bank clear to Mr. 
Begin. The President enumerated 
three points which are favourable to 
the Israeli position: 

The U.S. does not support the crea- 
tion of an independent Palestinian 
state; the U.S. does not demand an 
Israeli withdrawal from the entire 
West Bank back to the borders of 
June 4, 1967; Israeli forces will re- 
main along the Jordan River and in 
those areas of the West Bank to be 
handed over to Arab rule. 

The President pointed out this 
presence would not be χα θα to an 
“interim settlement” of five years 
but would go beyond that for a period 
to be decided upon in the course of 
negotiations. 


THESE THREE principles in my 
opinion meet Israel's security re- 
quirements in the eastern sector. 

But the Israel government does 
not agree to accept solutions that 
answer only the security aspect of 
the problem. The government at pre- 
sent rejects any solution involving a 
“territorial compromise,"’ i.e. the 
surrender of sovereignty over parts 
of Judea and Samaria. In order to 
gain maximum public support for its - 
position, the government [5 playing 
down the positive aspects of the 
American version anc describing it 
instead as a demand for an Israeli 
withdrawal to the pre-1967 borders. 

This distortion .of the American 
position on the West Bank is believed 
by a large portion of the Israeli 
public. The assertion that ‘Tel Aviv 
15 in range of artillery positions in 
Judea and Samaria” is a frightening 
one and does not always permit 
rational consideration of this ques- 
tion. According to the American ver- 
sion there will be no Arab army in 
the West Bank and there will be 
Israeli forces on the Jordan and in 
Judea and Samaria. 

The American position on a Weat 
Bank settlement, as shown by the 
three principles enumerated above, 
forms a reasonable basis for 
negotiating a peace agreement with 
Jordan and for a solution of the 
Palestinian problem..

Israeli security in the West Bank, it 
could unequivocally state that 
Resolution 242 applies there too and 
then the pointless settlements in the 
populated parts: of Judea and 
Samaria could be halted and thus the 
major source of disagreement with 
the U.S. would be removed. 
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As for Sadat's position on the West 
Bank, it is well known ‘that he 
recognizes the need for territorial 
change in order to guarantee Isrgel's 
security. On Sinai, Sadat claims that 
due to the size of the area involved 
and the fact that it is he with whom 
Israel must deal, Israel's security 
can be safeguarded throtigh various 
security arrangements and 
therefore she has no need for 
territories beyond the international 
border. In the eastern sector, Sadat 
admits, Israel's security cannot be 
ments 
only and requires territorial 
changes. 

The fact that there is no inter- 
national frontier between Israel and 
the West Bank should make it easier 
to bring about changes in the 1949 
cease-fire lines. 


SADAT'S position allows room for 
the assumption that if the Israel 
government were to make de with a 
solution that answered its security 
requirements, {t would be possible to 
reach a declaration of principles that 
would satisfy Sadat and allow 
progress to be made in negotiations 
for a peace agreement between 
Egypt and Israel. 

It is often stated in this connection 
that Sadat has no authority over the | 
‘West Bank and that Hussein and the 
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solely to the territories they need for 
defence if they are toachieve peace. 


Palestinians will not accept a solu- 
tion of this kind. This claim is. te a 
large extent irrelevant. Firat. it has 
yet to be put to the test of reality and 
it is impossible to say what the reac- 
tion of the other parties would be if 
Israel's position were differeat. 

Secondly, even if we assume that a 
solution of this kind would not find 
support on the other side, this would 
do Israel no harm. The present situa- 
tion in the West Bank would go on. 
the deterforation of relations with 
the U.S.. however, would be halted 
and Sadat could continue the 
negotiations. 

Such a change in government 
policy would increase the chances of 
Sadat's realizing that his polfcy of
